MISSING COUPLE 
DEAD IN WOODS 


Young Man and Bride Die by 
Suicide Pact Near Atlantfa 


While in quest of game in the woods 
near Northfleld, N. J., Harry Pierco 
stumbled across the bodies of James 
F. Bly, a youthful medical student, 
who went to Atlantic City from Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa., a year ago, and his equally 
youthful bride, who was Miss Rose 
Herring, of Atlantic City. 


The condition of the bodies indicated 
that they had been dead for some 
time, and letters found on their cloth­ 
ing disclosed a suicide pact. 


On the temple of each eappeared a 
gaping bullet wound, and beside Bly 
was found a revolver, in which two 
cartridges had been exploded and in 
which three remained. 


Bly was eighteen years of age and 
had resided since December of last 
year at a hotel in St. James place. His 
bride lived a few doors away with her 
mother, 
Mrs. Marie 
Herring. 
Both 
Mrs. Herring and Mrs. Bly are in a 
serious condition at their homes as a 
result of the discovery of the bodies. 


Parental 
opposition! to their wed­ 
ding, which is said to* have occurred 
on Aug. 20 at Camden, is believed to 
have been responsible for the dual 
tragedy. 
A letter bearing the signa* 
ture of each reads: 


“Death is the easiest way out. Rose 
will kill herself first and I will fol 
low.” 


Another letter, written by Bly, indi­ 
cated that he feared he was to be 
placed in a sanitarium by relatives, 
and this fear is believed to have been 
tl^e cause of the suicide pact.

man's, retofcJves show that they had op­ 
posed hiStiutfftuation for Miss Herrins, 
who was his 'senior jS^^one year, both 
because of his extrem^riyoijth and the 
fact that he suffered from .va£i?u)ar dis 
ease of the heart.

Hughes, on South Tenth street, Phila­ 
delphia. On Sept, 8 the girl returned 
to Atlantic 
City, but left two days 
later, without disclosing the where 
abouts of her youthful husband. Since 
that time a search has been conducted 
by relatives of each, but without avail. 


Reading Officials Charged With Graft 


Three councilmen and a city clerl* 
are under arrest Jn Reading, Pa., upon 
charges of conspiracy, made by tho 
Philadelphia 
branch of a detective 
agency. 


A police detective, Hallissey, of the 
Reading police department, is the nom 
inal prosecutor. 


The accused men are Councilman 
John R. Lewis, hotelman; Andrew J 
Flemming, machinist; James M. Cuni 
mings, president of select council and 
candidate for council under the com­ 
mission plan at the November elec 
tion, and L. S. Ramsey, city clerk. All 
gave bail before Alderman C. W. Yar- 
nell for court or a hearing. 


J. H, Sloan, from the Philadelphia 
detective agency, is the prime mover 
in the movement to “make a clean-up” 
at city hall and worked quietly at a 
hotel for several weeks. He posed as 
a promoter of lire apparatus and fram* 
ed up his room at the hotel with de- 
Lectophones and other such appliances. 


Several hundred dollars is involved 
is the “gift” which Sloan declares was 
accepted by the accused men. 
Sloan 
had arranged to sell tho city a motor 
attachm ent for one of the Reading fire 
companies. He says he became inti 
mate with the accused men and that 
one of the men accepted $25 in mark 
ed bills a short time before his arrest. 
This man insists that the money was 
accepted in the sense of a campaign 
contribution.

The girl told the police that she left 
her mother'* home on the night of 
Oct. 23 to attend a dance with a young 
man she had met a few days previous­ 
ly. He took her. instead, to the flat 


Prom which she was rescued.

she met a man and a woman who con 
fiscated her clothes. 


John Hamilton, a driven, one of the 
girPs alleged abductors, was looked up 
on a charge of abduction. A girl com­ 
panion was arrested and at first was 
charged with disorderly conduct. She 
said her name was ftltiabeth Clarlt, 
and the police, searching their rec­ 
ords, found that 
her 
disappearance 
from home had been reported a month 
ago by her father and that a general 
alarm for her, too, had been issued. 
L ater the charge against her was also 
changed to abduction. 


Detectives arrested John Conklin, a 
driver, on a charge of having taken 
the McLoughiin girl away from her 
home and kept her a prisoner.

26 New York Children Killed In Oct.

ARMOR PLANT 
FOR NAVY YARD 


Congressman Vare Will Ask 
$1,250,000 Appropriatioa 


Representative Vare, upon leaving 
Washington 
for 
Philadelphia, 
said 
that he would introduce in the house a 
bill providing for an appropriation of 
$1,250,000 for the erection of an armor 
plant, to be located either in or near 
the Philadelphia navy yard. 


Secretary 
Daniels 
and 
Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt 
have 
Infonned 
Mr. Vare that recommendation would 
be made in the navy departm ent’s an­ 
nual report in favor of a shipways for 
the construction of battleship cruisers, 
under a bill introduced by Mr. Vare. 
and that the armor plant bill would 
be designed to fit in with Secretary 
Daniels* plan for ship 
building 
at 
League Island. 


Secretary Daniels is convinced that! 
if the government were to make Its 
own 
armor 
plate enough would be 
saved in the building of three battle­ 
ships to provide all the armor plate 
needed for one of them. 
I 


“If this can be done in the building 
of three battleships,” said Mr. Vare. 
“then the saving throughout the years 
to come will be very large. 
In view 
of the fact that Secretary Daniels has 
decided to make a recommendation in 
line with my bill for a shipways at 
League Island, it is logical that the 
armor plate plant should be there too 
This would mean a saving in trans­ 
portation.” 


One of tho strong points urged by 
Congressman Vare was the fact that 
a board 
appointed to consider the 
naval foundry situation, consisting of 
Read Admiral Edwards, Captain E. R. 
Evans and Naval Constructor Stahl, 
reported to the secretary of the navy 
that the most suitable place for a large 
and well equipped foundry on the At 
lantic coast, capable of making all the 
Iron and steel castings required by the 
navy, is the Philadelphia navy yard. 


Secretary Daniels has taken under 
advisement the proposal that an iron 
foundry be established, and since he 
has been working on the plans to es 
tablish an armor plate plant, he has 
been anxious to find a suitable place 
for it.

The $1,250,000 pro­ 
vided for in the bill which I will Intro 
duce will act as a nucleus for a great 
establishment that will save the g^r 
ernment many thousands of dollars an 
nually. 


“It is Secretary Daniels' intention to 
economize on land and spend more 
on battleships, but he realizes that the 
way to economize is to give Philadei 
phia some of the ship building that is 
now being done at Brooklyn, which is 
overworked. This would furnish em­ 
ployment to many persons in Phila 
delphia in addition to those already 
employed at the private yards. 


“If there are to be three battleships, 
one of them should be built at Phila* 
delphia. 
In any event, it would be a 
real economy to have the armor plate 
plant at League Island or nearby, sin<*e 
this would facilitate the construction 
of ships, save freight charges and e n ­ 
able the government to ship its armor 
to other points by water. 


“P art of this general program for 
League Island has been arcepted a’

After the rest from oysters during 
the warm months, one comes back to 
them with a new relish when the cool 
days of fall are here. 


Broiled Oysters With Brown Sauce* 
—Dry and »season the oysters as for 
frying. Have ready a wire broiler and 
a good clear fire; arrange the oysters 
on the broiler and cook a minute on 
each side. 
Put them on a hot dish,, 
add a tablespoonful of butter, one of; 
lemon juice and a sprinkling of salt»’ 
and red pepper to each oyster. 
The 
brown sauce is usually that which is 
made from the liquor of the oysters^ 
that are cooked on a cake griddle, add­ 
ing flour and butter for thickening. 


A delicious 
bouillon 
to serve 
fo r 
company is prepared thus: 
Chop fine 
fifty oysters, put them ln 
a double 
boiler and cook slow'ly for an hour; 
add a pint of water, a teaspoonful of 
cclery seed, and strain through 4two> 
thicknesses of cheese cloth. 
Reheat, 
add butter and salt and serve In cupe.. 


Panned Oysters Served on Toast,— 
Drain and wash tue 
oysters. 
Have 
ready a smoking hot spider, throw in 
the oysters and add a tablespoonful of 
butter to each 
two 
dozen 
oysters. 
Shake often, season with salt and pep­ 
per and add ten drops of onion juice. 
When boiling hot serve on squares of 
toast. 


It is alw’ays wise to throw away the 
water in which the oysters are re­ 
ceived. 


A green tinge in an oyster does not 
denote decomposition necessarily, for 
often the green food on which they 
feed gives them that color. 


When preparing oysters, put them 
Into a colander and pour a quart pr 
two of cold water from 
the 
faucet 
through them. 
By handling each one 
the bits of shell may 
be 
discovered 
and removed. 


Oysters, Escalloped.—When prepar­ 
ing escalloped oysters, it is well to re­ 
member that more than two layers of 
oysters in the same dish will not cook 
well. 
Butter the dish and add a layer 
of oysters, then a layer of crumbs, and 
another layer of oysters. Season well 
and have the crumbs well buttered. 
Pour on enough milk to be seen be­ 
tween Hie oysters and bake until the 
crum bs are brown on top.

Nothing in rural New England is 
finer than the outburst of wild roses 
which begins about the middle of 
June and in some places lasts until 
the end of September. 
The wild rose 
bushes are frequently found cluster­

and now are more and more rarely 
found dividing the hillside or seashore 
farms into pasture lots or corn fields 
or orchards. 
If there was any one 
product which New England generous­ 
ly and $ven lavishly offered^its mas­ 
ter« when they iirst began to clear 
ita wilderness, it was the materials 
for stone walls. 
They were impar­ 
tially distributed under and over the 
soli. 
The stones were of every size 
and shape; there were huge ones for 
tne lower courses and graduated minor 
ones to pile on top.

they coild be made double thickness, 
with hollows to fill in with superflui­ 
ties. 
That often failed to exhaust the 
supply. 
It is odd that they were not 
used more for building houses, even 
as they found their place in lining 
deep wells where hung specimens of 
the old oaken bucket. 
Of late years, 
etjpecially along the seashore, archi­ 
tects having cast their eyes on them 
and seen in them artistic possibilities, 
the farmers have been glad to sell at 
rather 
high, 
certainly 
at 
growing 
prices, the old stone vails that their 
ancestors or the original owners of 
the land had created at such cost of 
lame backs and sweaty 
foreheads, 
The disappearance of them has caused 
a considerable loss in the pictures­ 
queness of many localities. 
Around 
them, clustered the wild rose bubhes, 
and the delicate pink blossoms looked 
like exotic butterflies. 
Wild roses do 
not stand picking Very 
well; 
they 
•Illicitly drop their petals or fade away 
when put into vases; but if not in­ 
terfered with they keep up a sweet 
succession of blossoms, and often one 
may see 
the jeweled 
humming bird 
posing over them, perfectly motion* 
less, apparently, though his wings are 
buzzing like a dynamo, then darting 
oif like a coal of fire.

The criminal of mood or of occasion 
is the “good man gone wrong,M such 
as the bank teller who borrows a lit­ 
tle money for a private need, and, be­ 
ing unable to pay it back, goes from, 
smAl theft to. bigger theft in the en­ 
deavor to Bquare his books again. 


TMe criminal of emotion is seen in 
the man who shoots his wife's lover 
or commits an assault in anger. 
The 
criminal of opportunity is he who has 
a twisted mental attitude, which, how­ 
ever, he controls until the appearance 
of what seems to be an easy oppor­ 
tunity, into which trap 
he 
readily 
falls. 


The criminal of habit is usually a 
product of 
slow 
growth, frequently 
having been associated with criminal 
classes in 
his 
childhood. 
To 
him 
crime conveys no special shame. 


The criminal by profession is char­ 
acteristically the man who thinks he 
has perceived that a living 
can 
be 
more easily obtained by crime than by 
hard work. 
He is rarely guilty of an 
emotional crime. 


The feeble-minded criminal is espe­ 
cially a product of a civilization now 
moving so rapidly that he cannot keep 
up with it and takes 
refuge 
in 
a 
vague resentment again st society. 


The insane criminal class embraces 
all those in which the mind 
centers 
are seriously disturbed. 


It is suggested, and with much au­ 
thority, that 
since 
each 
of 
these 
classes works from entirely different 
motives, and as the result of different 
characters, their punishments should 
not be on the same plane. 
Thus 
it 
does no good to imprison an emotion­ 
al criminal, for he would not commit 
a crime again unless 
his 
emotions 
were stirred. 
Equally It is of no use 
to set free the habitual criminal by 
giving him a short sentence, for he 
cannot do other than continue what is 
his life habit. 


Doctor Weygandt urges that the ju­ 
diciary be given 
no further 
powers 
than to pass a prison sentence of in­ 
determinate term, leaving the 
ques­ 
tion of freedom to be determined by 
the prison 
physician, much 
in 
the 
same manner as release from a luna;

consequence, a large number of ex­ 
cursionists from 
ConstaiKlnople 
ar­ 
rived at San Stefano 
by 
steamboat 
shortly after dawn, and when, as early 
as six in the morning, the >vhole of 
the 
Imperial 
guard—a 
magnificent 
body of some 35.000 men—paraded be-i 
fore the quarters of the Grand Duke. 
Nicholas, even at that early hour a 
crowd of over twenty thousand spec­ 
tators had assembled. 
Slowly tho hours passed, and 
tw’o, 
o’clock in the afternoon came ajid 
went without any movement from the 
house, so that at last the dread fear 
began to pervade the expectant watch­ 
ers that even 
now 
some 
diillcuUy 
might have arisen which would pre­ 
vent the signing of the 
articles 
of 
peace. 
Happily, however, this fear proved 
unfounded. War, after all, was not to 
break out. 
The review was delayed 
owing to the fact that the grand duke 
was waiting for the signatures to be 
attached to the treaty, which could 
not be done until the Russian 
and 
Turkish copies of that document were 
complete. 
W^hether the delrtS' was caused by 
the well known dilatory tactics of the 
Turk 1 know' not. 
The fact remains, 
however, that it was not till close on 
five in the afternoon that the grand 
duke 
rode 
up 
to 
the 
diplomatic 
chancery and asked at the door if the 
treaty was ready. As he waited for a 
reply the agitation of the crowd grew 
so intense as to almost reach break­ 
ing point. Groups of anxious watchers 
whispered 
nervously: 
“Is it to 
be 
peace or war? Was the prostrate and 
gasping Turk 
to 
be called upon to 
once more put up the best defense he 
could to the relentless 
an d / ever-ad­ 
vancing Russian forces?’* 
The grand duke, w’heeling sharply 
round, galloped off to the hill on which 
the army was drawn up, and a few 
minutes afterward a 
carriage 
was 
seen rapidly driving toward the spot 
As he approached the commander- 
in-chief, General Ignatleff, rose and, 
speaking very slowly and 
distinctly, 
said, “I have the honor to congratulate 
your highness on 
the 
signature of 
peace.” 
A roar of satisfaction rose from the 
soldiers in the ranks. The grand duke 
rode between the lines and, halting on 
a small hill, exclaimed: 
*\1 have the 
honor to inform the army that, with 
the help of God, we have concluded a 
treaty of peace.*’ Again the cheering 
rose and swelled, for there was not a 
man present who did not experience 
a feeling of intense relief that all pos* 
sibility of a renewal of war was now 
at an end. 
All the ofllcers then dismounted, the 
soldiers knelt and, of a 
sudden, 
a 
great hush Spread over 
the 
crowd 
which had only a few seconds before 
been noisily elated with excitement. 
The sight was one I shall never for­ 
get.

In which two 
cartridges had been exploded and in 
which three remained. 


Bly was eighteen years of age and 
had resided since December of last 
year at a hotel in St. James place. His 
bride lived a few doors away with her 
mother, 
Mrs. Marie 
Herring, 
Both 
Mrs. Herring and Mrs. Bly are In a 
serious condition at their homes as a 
result of the discovery of the bodies. 


Parental 
opposition; to their wed- 
ding, which Is said to' have occurred 
on Aug. 20 at Camden, Is believed to 
have been responsible for the dual 
tragedy. 
A letter bearing the signa- 
ture of each reads: 


"Death Is the easiest way out. Rosa 
will kill herself first and I will fol 
low."

ARMOR PLANT 
FOR NAVY YARD 


Congressman 
Vare Will Ask 


$1,250,000 Appropriation. 


Representative Vare, upon leaving 
Washington 
for 
Philadelphia, 
said 
that he would introduce in the house a 
bill providing for an appropriation of 
11,250.000 for the erection of an armor 
plant, to be located either in or near 
the Philadelphia navy yard. 


Secretary 
Daniels 
and 
Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt 
have 
Informed 
Mr. Vare that recommendation would 
b« made in the navy department's an- 
nual report In favor of a ahlpways for 
the construction of battleship cruisers, 
under a bill Introduced by Mr. Vare. 
and that the armor plant bill would 
be designed to fit in with Secretary 
Daniels' plan for ship 
building 
at 
League Island. 


Secretary Daniels Is convinced that' 
if the government were to make its^ 
own 
armor 
plate enough would be 
saved In the building of three battle- 
ships to provide all the armor plate 
needed for one of them. 
l 


"If this can be done In the building 
of three battleships," said Mr. Vare, 
"then the saving throughout the years 
to come will be very large. 
In view 
of the fact that Secretary Daniels has 
decided to malce a recommendation in 
line with my bill for a shlpways at 
League Island, it is logical that the 
armor plate plant should be there too 
This would mean a saving in trans- 
portation." 


One of tho strong points urged by 
Congressman Vare was the fact that 
a board 
appointed 
to consider the 
naval foundry situation, consisting of 
Read Admiral Edwards, Captain E. R. 
Evans and Naval Constructor 
Stahl, 
reiiorted to the secretary of the navy 
that the most suitable place for a large 
and well eiiuipped foundry on the At 
lantic coast, capable of making all th« 
Iron and steel castings required by the 
navy, is the Philadelphia navy yard. 


Secretary Daniels has taken under 
advisement the proposal that an Iron 
foundry be established, and since he 
has been working on the plans to es 
tablish an armor plate plant, he has 
been anxious to find a suitable place 
for it.

"It Is Secretary Daniels' Intention to 
economize on land and spend 
more 
on battleships, but he realizes that the 
way to economize is to give Philadel- 
phia some of the ship building that Is 
now being done at Brooklyn, which Is 
overworked. This would furnish em- 
ployment to many persons In Phlla 
delphia in addition to those already 
employed at the private yards, 


"If there are to be three battleships, 
one of them should be built at Phila- 
delphia. 
In any event, it would be a 
real economy to have the armor plate 
plant at League Island or nearby, sln<'e 
this would facilitate the construction 
of ships, save freight charges and en- 
able the government to ship its armor 
to other points by water.

It was in 1846 that George came to 
this region.

now fifty-two, who takes care of him 
to a greater or less 
extent—for 
her 
granddad doesn't welcome too minute 
affectionate 
or 
efficient 
attention

the warm months, one cornea back to 
them with a new relish when the cool 
days of fall are here. 


Broiled Oysters With Brown Sauc«< 
—Dry and •season the oysters as for 
frying. Have ready a wire broiler and 
a goo<l clear fire; arrange the oysters- 
on the broiler and cook a minute on 
each side. 
Put them on a hot dish., 
add a tablespoonful of butter, one o^ 
lemon juice and a sprinkling of salti 
and red pepper to each oyster. 
The 
brown sauce is u:?.ually that which 1B 
made from the liquor of tho oysters!- 
that are cooked on a cake griddle, add- 
ing flour and butter for thickening. 


A delicious 
bouillon 
to serve 
for 
company is prepared thus: 
Chop fine 
flfty oysters, put them In 
a double 
boiler and cook slowly for an hour; 
add a pint of water, a teaspoonful of 
celery seed, and strain through ^two- 
thicknesses of cheese cloth. 
ReheaU 
add butter and salt and serve in cups-. 


Panned Oysters Served on Toast,— 
Drain and wash tue 
oysters. 
Have 
ready a smoking hot spider, throw in 
the oysters and add a tablespoonful ot 
butter to each 
two 
dozen 
oysters. 
Shake often, season with salt and pep- 
per and add ten drops of onion juice. 
When boiling hot serve on squares of 
toast. 


It is always wise to throw away the 
water in which the oysters are re- 
ceived. 


A green tinge In an oyster does not 
denote decomposition necessarily, for 
often the green food on which they 
feed gives them that color. 


When preparing oysters, put them 
into a colander and pour a quart pr 
two of cold water from 
the 
faucet 
through them. 
By handling each on© 
the bits of shell may 
be 
discovered 
and removed. 


Oysters, Escalloped.—When prepar- 
ing escalloped oysters, it is well to re- 
member that more than two layers of 
oysters in the same dish will not cook 
well. Butter the dish and add a layer 
of oysters, then a layer of crumbs, and 
another layer of oysters. 
Season well 
and have the crumbs 
well 
buttered. 
Pour on enough milk to be seen be- 
tween Hie oysters and bake until the 
•crumbs are brown on top.

one pound of fat salt pork, add a cup 
and three-fourths of boiling water and 
let stand until cold. Take two cupg et 
sugar, one-half a cup of molasses, f ^ e 
cups of fiour, one tablespoonful of cin* 
namon, one-half tablespoon of cloves, 
half a tablespoon of nutmeg, one tea- 
spoon of soda and one 
pound 
of 
chopped ralains. 
Mix the spices with 
the fiour and bake in bread tins.

iced the cake keeps better.'

As Shakespeare makes his charac- 
ter. Touchstone, say, the degrees of a 
lie are: The retort courteous, the quip 
modest, the reply churlish, the reproof 
valiant, 
the 
countercheck 
quarrel- 
some, the lie with circumstance, and 
the lie direct. 


Criminals fail into 
the 
following 
groups: Criminals of mood, criminals 
of emotion, criminals of opportunity, 
criminals of habit, criminals by pro- 
fession. feeble-minded 
criminals and 
the criminal insane. 


The criminal of mood or of occasion 
is the ''good man gone wrong." such 
as the bank teller who borrows a lit- 
tle money for a private need, and, be- 
ing unable to pay it back, goes from 
smAl theft to, bigger theft in the en- 
deavor to square his books again. 


The criminal of emotion is seen in 
the man who shoots his wife's lover 
or commits an assault in anger. 
The 
criminal of opportunity is he who has 
a twisted mental attitude, which, how- 
ever, he controls until the appearance 
of what seems to be an easy oppor- 
tunity, into which trap 
he 
readily 
falls. 


The criminal of habit is usually a 
product of 
slow 
growth, frequently 
having been associated with criminal 
classes in 
his 
childhood. 
To 
him 
crime conveys no special shame. 


The criminal by profession is char- 
acteristically the man who thinks he 
has perceived that a living 
can 
be 
more easily ohtalned by crime than by 
hard work. 
He Is rarely guilty of an 


emotional crime. 


The feeble-minded criminal is espe- 
cially a product of a civilization now 
moving so rapidly that he cannot keep 
up with it and takes 
refuge 
in 
a 
vague resentment against society. 


The insane criminal class embraces 
all those in which the mind 
centers 
are seriously disturbed. 


It Is suggested, and with much au- 
thority, that 
since 
each 
of 
these 
classes works from entirely different 
motives, and as the result of different 
characters, their punishments should 
not be on the same plane. 
Thus 
It 
does no good to imprison an emotion- 
al criminal, for he would not commit 
a crime again unless 
his 
emotions 
were stirred. 
Equally It is of no use 
to set free the habitual criminal by 
giving him a short sentence, for he 
cannot do other than continue what ia 
hiß life habit. 


Doctor Weygandt urges that the Ju- 
diciary be given 
no further 
powers 
than to pass a prison sentence of in- 
determinate term, leaving the 
ques- 
tion of freedom to be determined by 
the prison 
physician, much 
in 
the 
same manner as release from a luna; 
tic asylum is arranged.

A n Ordinance 


Fixing a method of lighting the streets 


and highways of the borough of New 
Oxford, County oi Adams and State of 
Pennsylvania, and x^roviding for the 
making of contracts for that purpose. 
Sec. 1. Be it enacted and ordained by 
the Burgess imd Town (buncil of thé bor- 
ough of New Oxford, Cbunty of Adams 
and State of Pennsvlvania and it is here- 
by enacted and onlained by the authority 
of the same tiiat henceforth the streets 
and highways of said borouçh shall be 
lighted, at the expense of said borough, 
during the night, or such portions of the 
night as the Town Council of said bor- 
ough shall from time to time by resolu- 
tion prescribe, by means of electricity, 
gas, gasoline, kerosene or other system of 
illumination, as said Town Council may 
from time to time prescribe. 


Skc. 2. The said Town Council shall 
and is hereby authorized to make con- 
tracts for the lighting of the streets and 
highways of said borough as aforesaid 
witli any indivi<lual or corporation desir- 
ing to furnish light f(jr such purjjose, up- 
on the best terms obtainable fijr the kind 
of light prescribed by said Town Couni'il, 
but no such contract shall be for a longer 
term than ten (10) years. 


Sec. 3. Said contrac.ts for the lighting 
of the streets and highways of said bor- 
ough shall be approved by the Tow^n 
Council and sha 1, when so approved be 
executed in the name of the Dorougb of 
New Oxford by the President of the Town 
Council and the corporate seal of the said 
borough shall be alhxed thereto and at- 
tested by the Secretary of the Town Coun- 
cil. 


Skc. 4, The said Town Council shall 
have the right and power to incorporate 
into any contract for the li^diting of the 
streets and highways of said borough a 
provision that the franchise of the party 
or corporation lighting said streets and 
highways shall be exclusive within said 
borougli during the period of the con- 
tract, if, in the opinion of the Town Coun- 
cil, it shall be advisable so to do.

SAN STEFANO TREATY 


SIGNING OF RUiiSO-TURKISH PACT 
VERY-IMPRESSIVE. 


Wltneaa Telle of 
Famous 
HIaterlcel 
Event That Occurred on Sunday, 
March 3, 1878—Peace or War 
Hung In the Balance.

I am Inclined to think that' I 
wli^ 
neesed the most impressive sight of 
my life Sunday, March 3, 1878, the 
day on which tho signatures were at- 
tached to the treaty of peace between 
Russia and Turkey at San Stefano. 


In order t6 arrange terms of peace 
an armistice had been declared Janu- 
ary 31, and slowly the rumor spread 
that when, Simday, March 
a review 
•was to take 
place in 
honor of 
the 
cxar's acceptance of the throne, there 
was more than a possibility that peace 
might also be concluded that day. 
In 
consequence, a large number of ex- 
cursionists from 
ConstaiKinople 
ar- 
rived at San Stefano 
by 
steamboat 
shortly after dawn, and when, as early 
as six in the morning, the whole of 
the 
Imperial 
guard—a 
magnificent 
body of some 35,000 men—paraded be-< 
fore the quarters of the Grand Duke. 
Nicholas, even at that early hour a 
crowd of over twenty thousand spec- 
tators had assembled. 


Slowly tho hours passed, and 
two, 
o'clock 
in the afternoon came 
ajid 
went without any movement from the 
house, so that at last the dread fear 
began to pervade the expectant watch- 
ers that even 
now 
some 
diiHcuUy 
might have arisen which 
would 
pre- 
vent the signing of the 
articles 
of 
peace. 


Happily, however, this foar proved 
unfounded. 
War, after all, was not to 
breiik out. 
The review was delayed 
owing to the fact that the grand duke 
was waiting for the signatures to be 
attached to the treaty, which could 
not be done until 
the 
Russian 
and 
Turkish copies of that document were 
complete. 


W^hether the delalj^ was caused by 
the well known dilatory tactics of the 
Turk I know not. 
The fact remains, 
; however, that it was not till close on 
five in tho afternoon that the grand 
duke 
rode 
up 
to 
the 
diplomatic 
chancery and asked at the door if the 
treaty was ready. 
As he waited for a 
reply the agitation of tho crowd grew 
so intense as to almost reach break- 
ing point. Groups of anxious watchers 
whispered 
nervously: 
"Is it to 
be 
peace or war? Was the prostrate and 
gasping Turk 
to 
be called upon to 
once more put up the best defense he 
could to the relentless 
a n d / ever-ad- 
vancing Russian forces?" 


The grand duke, wheeling sharply 
round, galloped off to the hill on which 
the army was drawn up, and a few 
minutes afterward a 
carriage 
was 
seen rapidly driving toward the spot. 


As he approached the commander- 
in-chief, General Ignatieff, 
rose 
and, 
speaking very slowly and 
distinctly, 
said, "I have the honor to congratulate 
your highness on 
the 
signature of 
peace." 


A roar of satisfaction rose from the 
soldiers in the ranks. The grand duke 
rode between the linee and, halting on 
a small hill, exclaimed: 
'\1 have the 
honor to inform the army that, with 
the help of God, we have concluded a 
treaty of peace." Again the cheering 
rose and swelled, for there was not a 
man present who did not experience 
a feeling of Intense relief that all pos- 
sibility of a renewal of war was now 
at an end. 


All the officers then dismounted, the 
soldiers knelt and, of a 
sudden, 
a 
great hush Spread over 
the 
crowd 
which had only a few seconds before 
been noisily elated with excitement.

In the organisms It is un- 
stable oxygen of the tissues catalyzed 
by the ferruginous

animals 
luminous.
